The Routine Business. 

Premier Sifton yesterday afternoon 
moved the fifst reading of a bill for an 
act tc raise by way of loan upon the 
credit of the province a sum not ex- 
ceeding five million dollars, This mo- 
tion was introduced following the con- 
sideration in committee of the whole 
of a resclution respecting the ralsing 
of these funds for the extension of the 
provincial telephone system and for 
the establishment and construction of 
trunk roads. This bill will be given 
its second reading on Friday.

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ae Delhi, India, Dec, 7—King + 
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Attended by Retinue of Indian Princes

Bombay, Dec, 6 -King George and 
Qleen Mary accompanied by their 
suites and staff and by a host of In- 
dian princes, left today for Delhi 
where. the Durbar will be held next 
‘fuesday. As the Royal train left the 
station, the artillery fired a nuyal sa- 
lute and hundreds of natives and 
Englishmen bade the rulers an «affec- 
tionate farewell. 

The railroad officials have taken 
every precaution to ensure thesafety 
of the royal train during its journey 
northward and the government has 
informed the local princes, through 
whose state it will pass that they will 
be held personally responsible for any 
untoward incidents. <A pilot engine 
preceeded the royal train and soldiers 
Were entertained at frequent intervals 
along the track, 


that rhetoric has not caken its de-

In opening his address, Mr. Tweedie 
declared that he appreciated the pre- 
mier's imputation of righteousness to 
the seven members of the opposition. 
It was perfectly true that the Con- 
servative party had a monopoly cf 
righteousness in the province of Al- 
berta ,for it stood for rule. by the 
people and not by such an autocrat as 
had carried on the government cf the 
province for the last two years, 

Then the junior member for Cal- 
gary, for lack of argument to meet 
the premier’s masterly exposition of 
policy during the debate on Tuesday, 
launched cut on a tirade of invective 
punctuated by desk pounding. In an- 
swer to the premier’s assurance that 
one million. dollars was to be spent 
by the government in providing good 
roads, and four million dollars in im- 
proving and extending the telephone 
Service, he declared that even were 
the money voted for the punpose that 
did not imply that it would be so 
spent, The premier might confiscate 
the monies for application to an en- 
tlrely different project. This had 
been done with the $7,400,000 A. & 
G.,W, bond memey, In thisecase an 
improvident bargain had been broken, 
but none the leas the money should 
‘have been deyoted to the construction 
of a read to Fort McMurray that 
faith might be kept with the bond 
headers, 

“Hell Born” Ideas, 

The premier had ridiculed the “Hea- 
ven born" ideas of the opposition jead- 
er with regard to the raieing.of money 
without the incurring of corresponding 
debt, But the ideas of the prime mine 
ister on such matters were not ccn- 
ceived in Heaven, but were hell born 
and fated to make the province of 
Alberta ridiculous in the eyes of the 


financial, world, The premier had 
formerly been chief justi¢e’ of the 
province. In such capacity he must 


have leartied that the criminal code 
made provision for the punishment af 
those who inisappropriated trust 
funds, The premier by his conusca-, 
tion of the A. & G. W. monies had 
broken the law and deserved its pune 
ishment, Mr, Tweedie made no refer- 
ence to the premier's proof that the 
financial standing of the pravince of 
Alberta in the financial markets of 
the world was today higher than that 
of the three other western provinces 
of Canada 

The railway policy of the govern- 
ment had been prepared, Mr. Tweedie 
declared, because the premier well 
knew that unless legislation was 
brought down that would gatisfy the 
insurgent Liberals he could net have 
tattied on the government till the

late and feels that if he continued ih | 
power his commands would soan be 
disregarded. 

The edict reads: “He wept and pray- 
ed to resign the regency ,at the same 
time expressing his earnest intention 
to abstain from politics, 

“L«the Empress Dowager, living) in 
the palace, am ignorant of the state | 
of affairs, but know that rebellion ex- 
ists and fighting continues, causing 
disaster everywhere, while the, com: | 
merce of friendly relations suffers. 

Honest Though Amwitious, } 

“The regent is honest, though am- | 
bitious, Being misled in his dealings 
with the people, therefore his resigna- 
tion is accepted,” 

The edict demands loyalty to the | 
ministers from the peaple who “musy! 
now realfze, that the court does not | 
object tosthe surrender of the power 
vested in the throne.” 

The régent has been granted 50,000 
tae!ls a year from the Impvriai house- | 
hole allowances, 

As the Imperial and revolutionary 
leaders at Hankow have not yet come 
to an understanding the armistice has 
been extended for an additional three 
days,

New York, Dec. 62<“If the United 
States would seek refef from Russla's 
repeated viviation of the treaty of 
‘1832 ,she must do it now, There can 
be no arbitration, né delay.” 

So declared Representative William 
Sulzer chairman of the House com- 
miltee on foreign relations, in an ad- 
dress at Cafnegic Hall tonight, in a 
mass meeting called to protest against 
Russia's policy toward American citi- 
zens of Jewish faith, Russia has act- 
ed boldly and shamefully, he said, and 
he concluded, with a prediction that 
legislation abrogating the treaty will} 
soon be enacted, 


Mr. Sulzer said in “The treaty

with Russia ¢ays American citizen 
are entitled to the same rights in 
Ruseia that Ruissiah citizens are ac- 


corded here, , If these rights are not 
gimnied them, theh the treaty is vio- 
lated, Russig does not dény that she 
discriminates agninst certain classes 
of our citizens ,and when complaint 
is made, figuratively speaking, ehe 
shrugs her shoulders and ‘asks: ‘Whut 
are you going té do about it?’

authority and established relations. Business is in much the same 
condition today that government was in the Feudal age. When 
England was in its Feudal period government was good in spots, but 
was, for the most ;a‘t, very bad. If the lord of a manor happened 
to be a wise, energetic and just man, his people faired well; but if 
he chanced, as was more generally the case, to be incompetent, in- 
experienced or indifferent-—-the results were far more serious. 

It is just so in business, If a business man happens to be com- 
petent and possessed of real commercial genius and wisdom his busi- 
ness prospers. But if he is merely experimenting under the goad 
of necessity, the resulis are not only wasteful, but disastrous and 
damaging to the community. 

Against this condition of commercia] anarchy is gradually de- 
veloping the establishment of Commercial order, In other words 
recognized laws, methods and relations are now coming about in 
business, just as they have of long ago been recognized in social 
relations. ORGANIZATION in business means merely the application 
of scientific principles to business operations. 

When Mr, Charles U. Carpenter started the crusade in the United 
States for Scientific Management, he introduced a term that was 
entirely new: It was “standardizing” as applied to factory organi- 
zation, This meant three things,--a place for everything, an estab- 
lished way in which to do everything and a fixed time for every opera- 
" tion, 

All of this was elementary, but it was the first step toward i.tro- 
ducing order into what had theretofore been chaos. 

Put Scientific Management or Organization in business means 
a great deal more than merely “standardizing factories.” It means 
dealing with much larger problems than merely those of making 
money. 


The second problem of organization in business is that of the 
proper federation and application of capital. In other words the 
people must not only learn to think together, but they must learn 
to unite their capital in the great common campaign of. develop- 


ment. 


This second great problem of organization suggests the third, 
which goes to the root of the whole situation, and that is Mutual 
Confidence. People are not going to unite either in purpose or with 
their money, unless the unity of effort is based on the absolute Con- 


fidence. 


The men chosen to lead in great industrial enterprises must 
‘be men whose integrity and commercial ability are far beyond any 
question whatever, for there must not only be law, but leadership. 

And then comes the fourth consideration of commercial organi- 
zation, [which might have seemed to be the first, and that is ORGANI- 
ZATION itself, which means the assembling of men with reference 
to their relative ability and efficiency, with the purpose of getting 
from united effort what is absolutely impossible to the individual. 


This is merely an outline of what Organization in business means, 
Space forbids an adequate or proper discussion of the subject. In 
order to bring about a public sentiment in this matter of such vital 
importance to this community, we are using, not (ie news co!umns 
of the daily papers, but their advertising columrs; for which reason 
we are obviously compeiled to dispense the truth ia tabloid form 


rather than diluted to suit the popular taste.
